Mrs. Clara Foltz Addresses 
the Democracy. 


THE 
MILLS 
BILL 
DISCUSSED. 


Pointed Argum ents as to 
Which 
P arty Is iu the Interests 
of the People. 


In the Turnverein Hall last night Mrs. 
Clara Foltz m ade one of the most m as­ 
terly speeches of the campaign to an 
audience bo denSfc that the resting ac­ 
commodation of that building proved to 
be inadequate. 
H er first appearance in 
the hall was the signal for a spontaneous 
burst of applause, and from the first m o­ 
m ents of her scholarly address to the 
closing sentences, she kept her auditors 
in a state of enthusiasm inspired by the 
magnetism of her words. 
The stage 
was occupied by several m em bers of the 
County Committee, and it was a few 
m inutes after 8 when Mr. F.ugeno Ger­ 
main, chairman of that body, introduced 
Capt. A. F. Mackey as president of tbe 
evening. The gentlem an named at once 
proceeded to business by directing of the 
se cretaries to read the list of officers of 
tho evening, which were as follows: 
President—Captain A. F. Mackey. 
Hecretaries—Edward Germain and C. 
F, A. Last. 
Vice-Presidents—H arrington 
Brown, 
A. C. Clarke, W. L. Price, W. R. Lewis, 
General Charles Form an, R. C. Charl­ 
ton, M. E . C. M unday, Garde Mahoney, 
Dr. J. H . Bryant, Jam es C. Kays, John 
Bryson, A. Glassell, A. McNally, W. N. 
W hithorn, J . J. Donovan, B. C. Weir, I. 
W. Heilm an, David M ulrein, J . R. M at­ 
thews, Charles B. Gatewood, Richard 
Barham, W. S. Roper, E. A. Preuss, W. 
8. Waters, Dr. N. Lindenfeld, W. A. 
Cole. 
Captain Mackey then, in a short 
speech, announced the great pleasure he 
felt in introducing one of the brightest 
minds of the ladies of California, and 
Mrs. Clara Foltz advanced to the speak­ 
ers’ stand, which was appropriately 
draped with the American colors. 
As 
soon as the applause had subsided Mrs. 
Foltz spoke of the great pleasure she ex ­ 
perienced in addressing sucb a large and 
patriotic audience, and thep settled down 
to the businesfl before her. “ I am here,” 
she said, “ to speak to you upon the gen­ 
eral issues of the campaign, and I stand 
on a different ground to most of the ora­ 
tors you have heard, for, being a woman, 
I belong to no political party. It is as a 
Free-lance I speak to you to-night, and it 
was with the understanding that my 
language was not to be restricted that I 
accepted the invitation of the Democratic 
Central Committee to attend this m eet­ 
ing. I am going to talk to you about the 
tariff, which can scarcely be said to be a 
very interesting subject, as its arguments 
are heavy aud laden with figures. The 
reason it is so befogged in this m anner is 
not because, according to the maxim, 
figures won’t lie, but because liars will 
figure. The Republicans have the ad­ 
vantage of us on this preposition, L r 
their side is not so dry—it is mixed with 
free whisky. The subject of the tariff is 
one 
that 
comes 
home 
to 
us 
all, and is best 
defined by Allen 
G. Thurm an when he calls it a tax. 
The present tariff laws were passed iu 
1802 and were put high to m eet the ex ­ 
traordinary expenses of that time, but 
twenty-seven years have passed way 
aud the needs no longer exist, although 
the burdens do. 
At the present time 
$130,000,000 of the public money lie 
heaped up in the Treasury, and this 
golden store is being added to at the rate 
of $300,000 a day. For a long time past 
it has been evident that something must 
be done to arrest this accumulation, and 
the Republican Presidents have agreed 
that the tariff m ust be revised. The old 
guard of your party, my brother Repub­ 
licans, have stood for 


TARIFF REDUCTION, 
And I would rather suffer defeat with 
them than j >in the ranks of those who 
have debauched their party for personal 
glory and aggrandizement. The question 
with which we have to contend is that if 
tariff revision and tariff reform is inev­ 
itable, into the hands of which party can 
our affairs best be trusted? And in 
answering this, I will tell you why I am 
iu the Democratic ranks. For fifteen years, 
although the tariff m atter was pressed 
on the Republicans, they did nothing to 
alleviate the abuse, that is nothing of 
any good to the masses of the nation. 
They have removed taxes from the rich 
m an’s luxuries it is true, but they left 
them on the poor m an’s necessities, in 
short, they have lent a willing ear to the 
cry of the wealthy, but have been deaf 
to the clamors of the poor. Now let 
us see what action the Democrats have 
taken. In every Congress in 
which 
Democrats have been in the majority, 
measures for tho revision of tho tariff 
were introduced, and to crown all, last 
November came the President’s message 
on the subject and then the great Mills 
bill. I do not intend to say that the 
mills 
Bill 
is 
perfect 
for 
a 
few 
inconsistencies crop up here and there, 
but it is the best measure in that line 
that has ever been brought before the 
country, and therefore it is your duty to 
vote for it. And now I am going to tell 
you something that will astonish you, 
but is nevertheless true. 
The Mills bill 
is a highly protective measure, and when 
Blaine and his party say that it is a free- 
trade proposition their statem ents are 
maliciously false. 
It is drawn up so as 
not to interfere with any of the m anu­ 
facturing interests, and this I will prove 
to you. The average tariff tax now is 47 
tier cent and Mills wants to reduce it to 
32—does that look like free trade. 
With 
the tariff working according 
to the 
Mills bill it will even then be higher 
than it was at war tim e, 
times as 
high as in 1842, 5 tim es higher than the 
protection tariff passed by the first Con­ 
gress of the U nited States, and 15 per 
cent, higher than what was advised by 
the Republican Commission sent out in 
1883. 
Not a single factory will have to 
close its doors, nor will the ham m er lie 
unused bv the side of the anvil if the 
Mills bill passes, although my Repub­ 
licans opponents are trying to thrust such 
statements down your throats. 
Let us 
analyze this great measure a little and 
see what it contains. 
By the Mills bill 
there will be a saving of $11,000,000 
annually on sugar, ana this the Repub­ 
licans are willing to adm it can be aone 
without injury to the country, so we will 
pass it by. The duty on steel rails is to 


be reduced from $17 per ton to $11, but 
who will this h u rt—, no one but tie 
manufacturer. 
Steel rails can be made 
in this country for $25 a ton, whereas the 
English rail costs $21 a ton as it lies out­ 
side New York harbor before the duty 
is paid. Now the fact that the tariff is 
reuuced will not compel men like Mr. 
Carnegie to close up their furnaceB, and 
although hia income will be reduced 
from $5,000 a d a y to $2,500 a day it is not 
likely that he will close up his workshops 
and lose that $2,500. Let os look at 


THE LUMBER BUSINESS, 
W hich the Republicans say will be ruined 
if a duty of from $1 to $2 a thousand is 
removed. W hy, fifteen years ago, din­ 
ing the building excitem ent around San 
Jose, rough lumber made in the United 
States could be bought for $16 a thou­ 
sand and rustic lumber for $22. 
Wages 
were higher then than they are now, and 
vet tbe lumbermen made big profits, at 
least they looked contented and happy. 
Do you think that with the present prices 
of from $27 to $40 a thousand feet a de­ 
duction of $1 or $2 a thousand on the tariff 
will 
ruin 
them ? No, certainly not. 
Now let us take up wool, which the Mills 
bill proposes to adm it free. Are you 
aware of the fact that there is not a 
woolen mill on the Pacific Coast that is 
making any money. That íb so , how­ 
ever, and the reason is because the 
proprietors have to pay ten cents a 
pound for unwashed wool that cannot be 
obtained in this country, and the tariff 
tax thus prevents them from competing 
on a basis with England who can go into 
the markets of the world, buy her wool 
and import it free. 
W ith the tariff re­ 
moved the factories would be infused with 
another life, new ones would spring into 
existence, more labor would be wanted 
and as a result wages would be higher. 
And that brings us to the question of how 
will the wages of the laborer be affected 
by the Mills bill. I deny that they will 
be affected in any other way but to be 
increased; for, as I have shown you, the 
factories will not close when the bill is 
passed and labor will of course be neces­ 
sary, 
and 
in this country it 
has 
its 
own forms of protection. 
The 
m anufacturer 
does 
not 
give 
his 
employees 
higher 
wages 
as 
his 
profits increase, neither does he curtail 
them when a bad time comes. The fact 
is that he has no power over the re­ 
m uneration at all for the law of supply 
and demand regulates the price paid to 
the wage-worker, and when the Repub­ 
licans rant about how they m ust protect 
American 
labor, 
you 
may 
rely 
on 
it 
th at 
they are 
only 
dor 
iog the issue of the campaign. 
is a well known fact that the wages 
of the laboring class in free trade Eng­ 
land are far in advance of highly-pro­ 
tected Germany and other similar Eu­ 
ropean nations. 
Aro the blessings that 
we now enjoy to be attributed to this 
great protective system ? Did it give us 
our millions of acres of fertile soil, our 
gold fields, our coal deposits and other 
sources of w ealth; if all our 
ben­ 
efits 
accrued 
from a 
high 
tariff, 
some one might go into the heart of 
the Sahara or among the H ottentots and 
tax then right and left and so form an­ 
other mighty nation.” 
Mrs. Foltz concluded her addresB by 
a pretty word-picture of the new phase 
of prosperity that would settle over the 
country when it is no longer ham pered 
by exorbitant tariff restrictions, and re­ 
sumed her seat amid thunders of ap­ 
plause. 
Captain Mackey called for a rising vote 
of thanks to Mrs. Foltz for her brilliant 
effort, and this was given willingly. 
Three .pheers for Cleveland and Thurm an 
and the Democratic ticket brought the 
proceedings to a close.

A Small Boy Killed by a 
Street Car. 


HE FELL UHDEK THE HOUSES. 


Not a Happy Family—The Police 
and Constables’ Nine—A 
Pleasure Steamer. 


A sm all boy 8 years of age, nam ed 
Frank E. Wise, was run over yesterday 
by an Aliso street car and killed alm oet 
instantly. The affair toak place about 2 
o’clock in the afternoon on Aliso street, 
near Vignes. F rank and two other boys 
were following an ice wagon to get some 
pieces of ice to eat. The wagon stopped 
and they climbed on the step and were 
picking up small bits of the ice w hen a 
street car, driven by Fred Twig, came 
rapidly up behind. The ice wagon tam ed 
to cross the track, and at th e same mo­ 
ment a large truck drove up on the other 
side. The boys jumped off all together, 
probably in fear of the driver of the 
wagon. 
Frank did not see the car, and 
in some way managed to get right under 
the horse’s feet. According to the ac­ 
count of Councilman Collins, who h a p ­ 
pened to witness the accident from 
a buggy 
near 
at 
hand, the 
boy 
was 
struck 
first 
by 
the 
horse’s 
fore foot and then by* the whippletree. 
He whirled around twice and fell under 
the car. The forward wheel passed over 
his chest and the rear wheel ran upon 
him before the car was stopped. The 
boy was fatallv injured and lived b u t a 
short timo after the accident. 
Word 
was Bent to the Medical College, which 
is located near at hand, but nothing 
could be done for him . 
Borne of the passengers on the car as­ 
serted th at the driver had not taken 
reasonable pains in the m atter, else the 
accident would not have happened. The 
driver was forthwith arrested and taken 
to the station on a charge of m an­ 
slaughter to await the action of the 
Coroner’s jury. A num ber of witnesses 
were called and the inquest was held 
last eveniDg at 7 o’clock. The testi­ 
mony elicited was extensive but not im ­ 
portant, save as it went to show th at th e 
driver was in no wise culpable. Twig

that 
he 
was in the way at all, and although he 
did his best to stop the car, he was too 
late to prevent its passing over the boy’s 
body. 
The jury without discussion, 
brought in a verdict of death from in ­ 
juries received by being accidentally run 
over by a car of the Los Angeles Cable 
Car Company, and that no blame is at­ 
tached to said company or its employees. 
The boy’s father íb Frank Wise, & 
plumber in the employ of the Home 
Gas Company. 
The family formerly 
lived in Santa Barbara.

The bullet 
passed through the palm of her hand, 
lacerating the flesh terribly. Mrs. Sack­ 
ett screamed and turned to run into the 
house from the well where this had taken 
place. 
As she ran screaming to the house the 
tramp fired the revolver again, and the 
ballet this time struck Mrs. Sackett in 
the back of the neck, passing completely 
through and lodging in the underside of 
her lower jaw. 
In the meantime a 
neighbor named Slocum heard the shot 
ana also heard Mrs. Sackett scream. 
He was sitting in his dining-room and 
bis double-barreled shotgun stood loaded 
near by. At the first shot he seized his 
shotgun and ran to the door just in time 
to see the tramp start to run away 
seeing that there was no chance to arrest 
the tramp’s flight except by means of the 
shotgun, Mr. Slocum leveled his gun and 
fired the full load of shot, striking the 
fleeing tramp, 
who staggered about 
twenty yards and then fell on his face 
He never moved after he fell and when 
examined a few minutes later was found 
to be dead. 
Mrs. Sackett was found lying bleeding 
in her bed-room which she had managed 
to reach, and her wounds were examined 
by 
a 
surgeon 
who 
was 
sum­ 
moned. 
It 
was 
stated 
that 
the wound in the neck was very danger­ 
ous, although not necessarily fatal, and 
at a late hour last night no word had 
been received of her death. 
Parties in Downey stated that on the 
previous evening they had noticed a 
tramp hanging about there, and from his 
actionB they thought that he was insane. 
According to the description given, it 
was thought that the man they had seen 
was the tramp who was killed.

It was stated by numerous officers of 
the peace last night that tramps are be­ 
coming quite numerous throughout the 
outlying districts. Many of them are 
said to be drifting in from the East to 
escape the cold weather of the winter 
which

One 
gentleman recently returned from the 
East said that he noticed tramps at 
almost every station on the way home, 
and he said the trainmen had great dif­ 
ficulty in preventing them from stealing 
rides. He thought that there was no 
doubt but the benefits of the climate of 
California were becoming as well known 
to the genius tramp as to the better class 
of citizens, and, in his opinion, the State 
should adopt measures to keep these 
undesirable i>eople outside its borders. 
ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 
Another account of the affair came 
over the telephone. It was to the effect 
that the tramp first asked for work and 
was told by Mrs. Hackett that she had 
none to give him. He then asked for 
the water and shot Mrs. Hackett as 
stated above, the first shot only taking 
off the ends of two of her fingers. Mrs. 
Hackett then ran nearly half a mile to a 
neighbor’s house and the tramp took 
possession of her house. Mr. Slocum, 
who had heard part of the shooting, ran 
to the house and the tramp fired two 
abóte at him through the wmdow. Mr. 
Blocum managed to get inside qf the 
bouse and the tramp ran out. As he ran 
Mr. Slocum fired at him with the shot­ 
gun, the bullets taking effect in the 
tram p’s head, killing him instantly. 
When the tramp’s body was examined 
bis pistol was found clutched in his 
band.

Mr. Levi P. Morton, in his letter of ac­ 
ceptance of the Republican nomination 
to the Vice Presidency, plants himself 
squarely upon the platform of the Chi­ 
cago Convention. 
In doing this he puts 
himself into mild antagonism with Mr. 
Blaine on the subject of “trusts,” but the 
capitalists, monopolists and others hav­ 
ing a business interest in those “ private 
afi'dirs” will, no doubt, understand that 
this matter of epistolary indorsement of 
the resolutions adopted by the Republi­ 
can Convention is a mere formality, and 
that the magnetic statesman correctly in­ 
terprets the principles of the party. 
Mr. Morton says: 
“In a business life now extending 
over forty years, I have witnessed and 
compared the effect upon the country of 
a revenue tarifi' tending to free trade 
with a protective tariff encouraging home 
industries. 
Under the former the devel­ 
opment ol the country has always been 
arrested, while under the latter it has 
uniformly been promoted.” 
Without reference to the stereotyped 
but completely-refuted argument that 
the Democratic proposition for tariff re­ 
form, as indicated in the Mills bill and 
President Cleveland’s message of last 
December, 
tends 
to 
free trade, it 
might be suggested that it is natural 
for a man to be perfectly well satisfied 
with an industrial, financial and tarifi 
system under which be has prospered 
and grown rich. Mr. Morton can com­ 
fortably contemplate the perpetuation of 
the methods and the policy that have 
given him a very large snare of the 
millions of money that remain outside of 
the accumulating surplus in the National 
Treasury. But to the workingman, who 
gets a very small share, not enough to 
enable him to provide properly for him­ 
self and those dependent upon the wages 
of his labor, the prospect of prolonging 
the rule of a war tariff in time of peace 
is not so attractive. The “development 
of the country” under that system has 
uniformly been promoted” too much to 
the increase of the rich man’s prosperity 
and to the disadvantage of those who 
have to earn their bread by the sweat of 
their brows. 
It is true that the country has devel­ 
oped grandly within the past quarter of 
a century, but so did it during the pre­ 
ceding quarter of a century and under 
Democratic rule. Progress is, so to say, 
progressive, in the eense of the saying 
that there is nothing so successful as 
success. The natural resources of the 
country naturally induce aggrandizement 
and wealth. But under Republican rule 
it has not been progress in the direction 
of vindication of the rights and service 
of the interests of labor. It lias been a 
course of “development” that has made 
millionaires, it is true, too many of 
them, concentrating the wealth of*the 
land into the hands of a few at the ex­ 
pense of the many, enriching the corpo­ 
rations, the monopolists, the specuiatore, 
the “trusts,” but leaving the toilers to 
toil upon inefficient w’ages, with no hope 
of bettering their foitunes except through 
the changes designed by Democratic 
government.—[New York News. 


T lie T r u s t Issu e . 
The touching condition of the 700 peo­ 
ple thrown out of employment in Will­ 
iamsburg by order of the sugar barons 
shows that to the vast army of American 
wage-earners the trust issue in the pres­ 
ent canvass is not less important than 
the tariff issue itself. 
These people, many of them with fam­ 
ilies to support, are deprived of their 
scanty wages and driven pjnniless into 
the streets to face the hardships of the 
coming winter. And why? That mil­ 
lionaire monopolists may curtail the pro­ 
duction and advance the price of a ne­ 
cessity of life in order to swell their own 
riches. 
What has been thus ruthlessly done 
by the sugar trust may be done by any 
or all of the other trusts that have been 
formed in various branches of trade and 
industry. In this way wages may be cut 
down to starvation limits and thousands 
of wage-earners in every part of the 
country driven into idleness. 
The 
Democratic 
party, 
speaking 
through President Cleveland, declares 
that such combinations are unlawful con­ 
spiracies, ruinous to the welfare of the 
American workingmen, and that the 
time has come for the Government to 
take them In hand. The Republican 
party, speaking through it* dictator, Mr. 
Blaine, proclaims that they are private 
affairs which the Government must not 
touch.

The tariff is, of course, the most im­ 
portant issue in the campaign, but unde­ 
cided voters should not forget the fact 
that President Cleveland has adminis­ 
tered the Government upon business 
principles and gTven the country a model 
administration. 
For instance, although there has been 
an increase in tbe amount of customs 
revenue collected, the cost of collection 
per $100 has decreased from $3.77 under 
Republican rule to $2 94.

of the Treasury, the messages of Repub­ 
lican Presidents, and the speeches of Re­ 
publican Senators and Representatives.

Reasons. 
The number, character and standing 
of representative men who have come 
over from the Republican to the Demo­ 
cratic party this Presidential year, sur­ 
passes that of any previous campaign 
experience. The Mugwumps, so called 
stand now where they stood in 1884, and 
with augmented ranks will vote for 
Cleveland. The “common people” every­ 
where are earnestly studying the atti­ 
tude of the two parties on the tariff-tax 
question, and finding that the policy of 
the Mills bill is to increase the pur­ 
chasing power of money for the necessa­ 
ries of life, to augment the demand for 
labor and to protect the industrial classes 
from foreign competition, they are swell­ 
ing the ranks of the Democratic party 
in every State.

The 
promises of that party to relieve the peo­ 
ple from unjust taxation—after it had 
completed the cheerful service of reliev­ 
ing the rich and powerful from just tax­ 
ation—have been steadily violated, and 
the culmination of Republican insincerity, 
not to say hypocrisy, is found in the 
Chi<»go platform of this year, which un-

uahfiedly commits the party to protec- 
on as a principle to be perpetuated in 
American politics, and that committal 
has been re-echoed and emphasized in 
Mr. Harrison’s letter of acceptance, 
where he says that the protective system 
is constitutional, wholesome and neces­ 
sary.” 
Mr. Robinson’s change of base creates 
a stir in political circles. He has long 
been a popular leader among the labor 
element, and continues to occupy a very 
influential position among the working­ 
men. It was this fact that led to his 
nomination for Congress by the Repub­ 
licans two years ago. 
Ash bel P. Fitch, the Republican Con­ 
gressman of New York who voted for the 
Mills bill and has come ont for Cleve­ 
land, received a letter the other day 
from Aspinwall Hodge congratulating 
him on his coarse, averring the truth to 
be, not that he and his fellows have aban­ 
doned the Republican party, but that it 
has abandoned them. He farther says: 
“We are tariff reformers, haviqg learned 
to be each by the Republican Tariff Com­ 
mission of 1883, as well as by tbe re­ 
peated reports oí Republican Secretaries 


Our Land* and Our Clluiale. 
Out of the three million acres of land 
in Los Angeles county, at least two mil­ 
lion are tillable. Of this two million 
acres over one-balf are eminently suited 
for the successful cultivation of all the 
sab-tropical fruits. The richest products 
of the vine and the tree can be raised in 
our valleys and foothills. Our mesa 
lands, 
where 
water 
has 
been 
brought to them, have proven to 
be the best orange and vineyard 
lands in the world. The fact that our 
lands are so valuable for the production 
of the vine and the citrus fruits, as well 
as for the best order of deciduous fruits, 
gives them a value, far above that which 
could be asked for lands outside of our 
favored region. The industrious man 
who has ten acres under choice cultiva­ 
tion in this county has a holding which 
will yield him a larger income than one 
hundred and eixty acres in less favored 
localities. 
Mr. A. B. Chapman, the well known 
orange grower, made a test two seasons 
ago which is significant. He selected 
five acres in one of his orchards and he 
gave especial attention to them. He 
enriched the ground with lime dust, kept 
it well cultivated, and did everything his 
experience suggested to keep his 
trees in the healthiest possible con­ 
dition. 
At the end of the season 
he realized from five to six huudred 
dollars an acre from the orange 
crop of thoBe five acres! This experiment 
militates strongly against the practice bo 
common here in the past of planting out 
orange groves on an extensive scale. The 
smaller the orchard to each individual 
proprietor (within reasonable limits, of 
course,) the greater will be the returns. 
It is personal attention, after all, that 
counts in orange culture, and the man 
who has a grove of ten or twenty acres 
will meet with greater success and bet­ 
ter returns relatively than the man who 
has a grove so large that be cannot possi­ 
bly give it his undivided attention. 
We have no doubt that small holdings 
will be the rule in the near future, and 
one of the great reasons why this will be 
the case is the fact that there is more 
money relatively in a small vineyard or 
orange grove than there is in a large one. 
And even if the price of land here seems 
large compared with what it costs else­ 
where, measured by its returns and its 
possibilities it is actually much cheaper. 
But Los Angeles is not without cheap 
lands. We understand that the Coyote3 
ranch, a fine tract of land embracing 
30,000 acres just south of Downey, 
in the market at the rate of $20 
per acre. A colony could purchase 
this ranch as a whole at that 
figure, or a syndicate could buy it 
and subdivide it into small farms and 
sell it for from $30 to $35 per acre, and 
make a splendid profit on the transac 
tion. Here then would be a chance for 
men with modest purses to secure homes 
where they could double discount ordi­ 
nary farms elsewhere in the returns they 
would receive from their land. 
There are no better dairy lands in the 
world than in the Alamitos and in the 
vicinity of Compton. The whole of that 
region of country which lies towards the 
ocean south and west of this city is as 
flue dairy land as can be found any­ 
where. The greater part of it can be well 
watered by artesian wells, is wet lands, 
or has water within a few feet of the sur­ 
face. 
Nearly all 
this land will 
yield from 
three 
to 
eix 
crop3 
of alfalfa every year, 
and 
can 
be bought at prices ranging from $50 to 
$150 per acre. What is to hinder any 
farmer from the East who has a smaíl 
capital from getting rich on from forty to 
eighty acres of this land? He would 
make more solid cash in one year out of 
forty acres here than he could make in 
five out of one hundred and sixty in any 
of the States the other side of the Rock­ 
ies. 
It is in the fact that we possess 
great stretches of lands like these that 
Los Angeles rests assured of a solid 
and permanent prosperity. 
The hard 
experiences of western farmers will 
send them here—as they are coming 
now—in great numbers to take their pick 
and choice out of these cheap and at­ 
tractive lands. 
A man who has three acres of warm 
lands in the Cahuenga foothills planted 
it to strawberries last year, and realized 
$3,000 from the crop, doing every bit of 
work himself. If anybody doubts this, 
let him have a quiet talk with Mr. A. H. 
Deuker, one of our foremost and most 
reliable citizens. 
Three years ago a gentleman who owns 
a fine ranch between this city and Santa 
Monica planted out a grove of English 
walnut trees. He took great care in set­ 
ting them out, and in cultivating the 
ground around them. He is rewarded 
thi3 year with as large a crop of nuts 
will be taken from trees else­ 
where that were planted over ten 
years ago. 
Now there are 
few 
crops that pay better than the soft shell 
walnut. They are always marketable, 
and not perishable, and the fact that 
with proper attention the trees can be 
made to bear a good crop in three years 
from the time of setting them out opens 
to the industrious and painstaking farmer 
a field for investment and enterprise that 
is encouraging in the extreme. 
It goes without saying that our match­ 
less climate is a factor in the attractions 
of our county which cannot be over­ 
estimated. 
Here the man of wealth 
who wishes to enjoy life to the utmost 
will find a climate more healthful and 
salubrious than can b* found in any 
other country on the footftool. 
Men­ 


tone, Nice and the Riviera may rival us 
for a few months in the year; bnt 
taking it the whole year round 
and 
year 
in 
and 
year 
out, 
there is no place in the world 
which equals Los Angeles and our whole 
section for its equable and health-giving 
temperature. And here too the farmer 
of modest means can make a home 
where with a minimum of labor he can 
realize from the soil a maximum of re 
turns in addition to the health and the 
enjoyment of our climate, which will 
make him think of the severe winters of 
the East as a horrible chimera.

wealth, are willing to spend their money 
freely if they can get what they want, 
and if they were assured of finding the 
same elegant surroundings here that they 
find in the resorts they now frequent, 
they would rather make the trip across 
the continent than to traverse the ocean 
Thero is no doubt a g- ?-at deal of truth 
in all this. We know that if the class to 
which Mr. Newmark .eludes could be 
induced to come here and be suited with

SPEECHES FROM THE STUMP. 


Fairchild and Carlisle in New York. 
Hill and Blaine in 
Indiana. 


Associated Press Dispatches to the H rrai.d.1 
N ew Y ork, October 12.—Everything 
was favorable for the big demonstration 
of Cleveland and Thurman by the down 
town business men this afternoon, and 
the meeting before the Sub-Treasury in 
Wall street and the subsequent proces­ 
sion up town were fully equal to the 
hopes of the managers. 
Secretary of the Treasury Fairchild 
was the first speaker. After asserting 
that what was good in a business way for 
New York was good for all parts of the 
Union, and what was bad for New York 
was bad for all, Secretary Fairchild said : 
By the force of untoward circumstances 
the office which I happen to fill is one of 
the most important factors in the coun­ 
try’s business. It is not right this should 
be the case, and I believe another term 
of Democratic administration, with Con­ 
gress pledged to support it iu wise meas­ 
ures, would result in such reforms as 
substantially to eliminate the Treasury 
Department from your affairs, thus end­ 
ing the abnormal condition which has 
within it possibility of great injury to 
legitimate business, aua great wrongs 
whenever the head of that department 
may be unwise or unfaithful. 
TIIE GOVERNMENT’S FINANCES. 
Discussing the conditions of the Gov­ 
ernment’s finances, Fairchild said: In 
some quarters fear has been expressed 
lest trouble should be caused when the 
Government might suddenly withdraw 
its deposits. I can imagine no state of 
affairs uuder which it will be necessary 
to do this suddenly. The amount thus 
deposited is about $57,000,000. Look at 
the last statement of assets and liabili­ 
ties and see if the Secretary of the Treas­ 
ury ever need suddenly ’ call for this 
money, or call for it in a way to cause 
embarrassment to general business. The 
Postoffice Department account of the dis­ 
bursing officers balances the Treasurer’s 
transfer checks. Drafts, outstanding in­ 
terest due and unpaid matured debts, 
accrued interest and like liabilities 
amount to about $54,000,000. 
This 
sum always remains nearly constant. 
Ilence about that amount must always 
be kept on deposit for daily liabilities, 
and then after money has been set apart 
for all these liabilities and for every 
other liability of whatever name or 
nature, against which the most forced 
construction of the law could require 
cash to be provided, there remains a 
balance of $90,444,825, and in addition to 
that $24,345,820 of subsidiary silver, or 
in all $121,290,600. Mind you, I do not 
defend the deposit of large sums of Gov­ 
ernment money in the banks. It objec­ 
tionably mingles private with public 
business. No one can disapprove of this 
more than I do, but the wrong condition 
of public revenues make.s a choice of 
evils necessary. I maintain that the 
Administration has chosen the lesser 
evil. I claim on the whole this perplex­ 
ing business has been well and prudently 
managed. 
“ NURSING THE SURPLUS.” 
The Secretary then explained his 
course in buying bonds and said: Up to 
the 1st of October all of the 3 per cent 
bonds outstanding at the beginning of 
this administration, $194,100,500, had 
been retired, and in addition $81,293,240 
of the 4 and 4% per cent bonds, or in all 
there has been applied to the purchase 
of bonds, with premiums, $299,924,518; 
and the total interest bearing debt ap­ 
pearing in the September debt statement 
is under the one thousand million maik, 
the first time in a generation that it has 
not taken ten figures to express it, and 
this General Harrison calls “nursing the 
surplus.” If all the Republican Secreta­ 
ries had been as wise as Secretary Win- 
dom, all our bonds would now be subject 
to call, and the whole national debt 
could be extinguished in about eight 
years. 
Secretary Fairchild explained his the­ 
ory as to the conditions of supply and 
demand in buying bonds. 
NATIONAL BANK DEPOSITS. 
He then quoted from his last report to 
Congress in regard to the purchase of 
bonds, in which he said: “ The deposits 
in the National bank depositories, as a 
means of keeping the circulating medium 
available for business purposes, is a re­ 
source at best very limited under the 
present laws, and ought not bo used ex­ 
cept in exceptional circumstances, such 
as have existed of late, and because there 
is no better thing to do.” In reference 
to this he said: 8ince preparing the 
foregoing I have seen in the newspapers 
that Blaine has thought fit to try his 
well-known ekill in deceiving the public 
regarding the question of deposits in tho 
National banks. He eavs that with 
money at 5 per cent, a deposit of $00,000,­ 
000 is a gratuity to tho National banks 
holding the money of $3,000,000 a year. 
That is not true. The profit to the banks 
could not exceed $400,000 of tlie 
$00,000,000 Government deposits, with 
money at 5 per cent. He* says he 
read that Colonel Brice has a million of 
tho surplus in his bank. Until within a 
week I did not know whether this was 
true or not, for until then I did not know 
whether or not Colonel Brice had a bank 
or that he was interested in a bank. I 
had never before heard of his connection 
with a bank. But it was po£sible this 
was true, for any bank which applied at 
the proper time and offered proper secu­ 
rity would have pot a deposit of that 
amount. One million was the maximum 
allowed any one bank. If it had been 
true it was well, for the money was safe, 
as is the future and honor of the Demo­ 
cratic party, in Colonel Brice’s hands. 
After the postponement of this meeting 
last Saturday, I met Colonel Brice for 
the first time, and asked him about this 
statement of Blaine’s. Colonel Brice told 
me he owned the majority of the 
stock of a bank in Ohio, but 
that bank never had a Government dol­ 
lar ; that he also bad some stock in the 
Chase National Bank of New ,York, of 
which, if politics are to be considered, it 
is proper to say Cannon, the last Repub­ 
lican Comptroller of Currency.. is Presi­ 
dent, and that a majority of its creditors 
are Republicans. This bank did have a 
deposit of $1,000,000, which it has repaid 
to the Government recently, finding the 
profit of $50,000 a year as Blaine states, 
too small, or probably not any profit at 
all in the business, else it would not 
have chosen to discontinue it. 
Speaker Carlisle's address followed 
that of Secretary Fairchild. 


SHEARER CARLISLE'S ADDRES 
lleaaon* Wliy President Cleveland 
Should be Re-elected. 
lie declared that one of the most liene- 
flcial results of the last Presidential elec­ 
tion was the establishment of harmonious 
relations between the people of all parts 
of the country, especially between the 
North and the South. The North never 
had so good a market in the South as 
now, and the South has never had the 
use of so much Northern capital as now. 
Four more years of Cleveland’s policy 
would make It impossible for any politi­ 
cal party to secure power by appealing 
to race preiudiee. 
We consider this 
alone sufficient reason for Cleveland’s 
re-election. 
He charged the Republican leaders 
with a determined effort to revive the 
race prejudice in the South, and with an 
effort to alarm capital and discourage 
investments in order to make it appear 
that the country is not prosperous under 
a Democratic Administration. 
In this 
they are partly successful, but the 
country is prosperous nevertheless, and 
in spite of the fact that it is embar- 
rased by a Republican revenue system 
which has resulted in heavy over-taxa­ 
tion.The Democratic partv would not con­ 
sent to reduce the revenue by increasing 
the taxes on necesfiaries as pro­ 
posed by the Senate tariff bill. 
This 
bill, lie said, claimed a reduction of 
$80,000,000. 
Of this nearly $78,000,- 
C00 reduction is claimed on sugar, 
leaving only $8,000,000 on all other 
articles, of which nearly the whole 
amount is claimed to result, not from a 
reduction, but from an increase of duties. 
This increase, through being prohibitory, 
might reduce the revenue, but would not 
reduce the cost of articles consumed by 
the people. On the contrary, it would 
increase it. What is needed now is a 
judicious, substantial reduction of the 
revenue, not by an increase of taxation, 
but by a reduction of taxation upon the 
necessaries of life and upon the materials 
used in our industries.

Innocent Babes Murdered in 
Wicked Chicago. 


THE CAK-MEN’3 STRIKE STILL ON 


Lons John Wentworth Drawing His 
Last Breath—Condensed 
Telegrams. 


'Associated Press Dispatches to the Herald.) 
C hica g o, October 13.—A ghastly dis­ 
covery was made by a couple of boys in 
a deserted brickyard at tbe corner of 
Thirty-third and Laurel streets this after­ 
noon. They found an old soap box, and 
opened it. The dead and decomposed 
bodies of five babies lay side by side 
within. 
Tbe Thirty-fifth-street police 
were notified, and the remains Bent to 
the Morgue. Tlie bodies were examined 
and found to be badly decomposed. Two 
were males and the other three were 
females. One of the maleB and one of 
the females appeared to have lived about 
two weeks, while the others bad died 
Bhortly after birth. A cursorj' examina­ 
tion revealed a seeming fracture of the 
skull in two places, but these were the- 
only marks of violence discovered. The 
babies had probably been dead for about 
ten days. No officers have been assigned 
to work up the case, the reason given 
being that there are none to spare, the 
strike necessitating a temporary aban­ 
donment of all detective work. The po­ 
lice of the Thirty-fifth street district are 
of the opinion that the babies came from 
a “baby-farm” or lying-in hospital. 
None of these are known to exist in the 
vicinity, and it is believed that the soap 
box was carried to the brick yard from a 
distance with a pile of refuse, a consid­ 
erable amount of which has been de­ 
posited there. 
THE SrUEET.CAK STRIKE. 
A Serious Dynamite Conspiracy Un­ 
earthed by the Police. 
C hica g o, October 13.—The cases of the 
men arrested for putting dynamite on 
the North Side car-tracks were continued 
to the 20th instant this morning. The 
work of the detectives has resulted, it is 
asserted, in unfolding a serious dynamite 
conspiracy, in which at least five per­ 
sons are implicated. Attorney Furth- 
man said this morning that two more 
arrests would be made to-day, and when 
these prisoners were brought in the po­ 
lice would probably tell the story of the 
plots. 
A FRUITLESS CONFERENCE. 
The conference between the North 
Side street car men and Mr. Yerkes, this 
afternoon, was fruitless as to definite re­ 
sults. The committee of the strikers re­ 
fused the scale of wages offered by 
Yerkes and objected to the retention of 
any new men in the placeH of strikers. 
President Luke Coyne, of the Western 
Employees Associations, was confident 
that no conclusion would be reached by 
the conference and consequently has 
called an all night session of the Asso­ 
ciation, which will assemble at mid­ 
night and which will take action on the 
report of the afternoon conference. At 
Western headquarters it was said that 
Yerkes would be permitted to temporize 
no longer and that probable the West 
Side men would go out to-morrow 
morning. 
TIIE MIDNIGHT MEETING. 
The general meeting of the West side 
employees began at about 11:30, al­ 
though a number had not yet arrived. 
President Coyne said that at midnight 
tbe temper of the men seemed tobe not 
to strike on Sunday, but to run as usual, 
pending Mr. Yerkes’ final decision in 
the North Bide matter. Should it be un­ 
favorable, tbe West Side lines probably 
will be tied up Monday morning. The 
men may yet decide, however, to stop 
work Sunday. A decision will probably 
not be reached until 3 or 4 a. m. 
Frank E. Magee, a former driver of 
the North Side Company, was arrested 
late this evening, charged with com­ 
plicity in the recently discovered dyna­ 
mite plot. The nature of the information 
against him is unknown.

THE PliACER MINKS DESCRIBED 


Account of Some Iiich D iggings in 
the Keiil Del C astillo and 
Z aragossa D istrict*. 


Before leaving Loa Angelos last, month 
on my ieliirn to this section of the upper 
peninsula, I wan importuned by a num ­ 
ber of prominent citizens to furnish one 
or moro letters for publication, sotting 
fortli ray honest convictions regarding 
this (Zaragofisa) particular district as a 
gold producer, and whether its mineral 
resources were being developed. This 
I can now do, since 1 have had ample 
tim e to visit nearly every mine receiving 
attention. 
I might hero state that very few loca­ 
tions have been made since last spring, 
although a great number of prospec­ 
tors have been in here, made rich 
discoveries, covered them up and then 
went away. And you will ask why. Be­ 
cause, under the provisions of the con­ 
cession by the Mexican Government to 
Air. Theopolia Maaac, inspector ot colo­ 
nies and lisherics, Republic of Mexico, 
he was granted nine miles from north to 
south, and twelve miles long from east 
to weft, the object evidently being to get 
control of this vast mineral selection 
whose possibilities are inestimable. 
Beginning at the west end of the conces­ 
sion on tbo San Rafael river and 
east a distance of twenty miles or more 
w ith an equal width, is an immense 
quartz belt which 
has 
as 
yet 
leceived little attention at the hands of 
the prospector. 
W hen this concession 
was made to Masac, the Government re­ 
quired that he should locate fifteen 
quartz and fifteen placer claims within 
it is boundary lines before the 15th day 
of September, 1888. 
Every prospector 
coming in understood Ibis, and he knew 
that if he got inside the lines his loca­ 
tions would certainly be counted among 
the fifteen, hence he quietly made his 
not.es and passed out of the district. 
However, the trouble is all over now; 
the surveyors have been here and gotten 
through with their work; the company 
owning the Masac concession have their 
fifteen quartz claims in the ZuragosBa 
«1 ¡strict, and development work must 
begin on them at once to carry out the 
contracts m ade with the powers that be 
at the City of Mexico, and this will give 
the Zaragossa district an impetus such as 
it never had before, even in the halcyon 
days of its placers. 
it was believed for several months that 
the company controlling the Masac con­ 
cession would be compelled to forfeit the 
same because of failure to locate 
the required number of quartz and pla­ 
cer claims. 
ludeed, such would have 
came to pass h id not the services of Col. 
Francisco Areflas been secured just in 
the nick o'-tim e. 
Don Arenas has been 
identified with the mines in the Real del 
(’astillo and Zaragossa districts ever 
since their discovery, eighteen years ago, 
and ho knows every gopher hole made 
by Indians jn search for placer diggings 
for a radius of twenty miles. I doubt if 
any other man could have found for the 
company one-third of the claims needed, 
and the best leads are yet to he opened. 
The Zaragopsa district is now open to 
prospectors, so let them como in and un­ 
cover some of the richest gold quartz 
that ever resisted pick and powder. 
W hat a m iner finds now is his own, 
further than that he has to comply with 
the laws of Mexico, which are really 
more liberal than the United States law’s. 
The field is a broad one, and, as Major 
Robert V, Anderson Blit'ed in an inter­ 
view with a reporter, last spring, after 
he had traveled over the district and 
given it. a thorough examination, lie saw 
m ore veins or ledges than he ever saw 
before in 
his life, in the same 
extent of country; and Mr. Anderson 
is authority on matters of this kind, 
having been an examiner of mines for 
nine or ten years, and has visited nearly 
every m ining camp of prominence on 
the Pacific (Jo».st and Colorado in their 
infancy, and he claims to have never 
seen a more promising mineral section 
in an undeveloped state. The veins in 
the ledges thus far developed are from 
one to lour feet wide, incased in shite, 
mica, schists and sometimes porphyry, 
and generally cut across the forma­ 
tion

stand 
nearly 
vertical. 
The float quartz, as well as the 
cropping of the ledges is barren-looking 
and uninviting, but below the sur­ 
face it changes rapidly, and in 
m any instonces is honeycombed and 
heavily iron-stained, carrying very 
fine and rich sulphurets.

“ Agua Dulce.” Work on it is tempo­ 
rarily suspended on account of foul air. 
The next is the “ Golden Eagle,” which 
has attained to a depth of forty feet. It 
is owned and operated by Frank Galle­ 
gos, a Ix)S Augeles boy, and is very rich 
in free gold, as are also his “ Fortune” 
and “ Buena Vista.” The two latter carry 
free gold, and are in depth at this time 
from thirty to thirty-five feet, with devel­ 
opment still going on. 1 remember last 
spring when Frank GallegoB started in 
here a poor young man to prospect, and 
to-day I don't suppose his properties 
could be purchased, just as they stand, 
for $150,000. It is positively known that 
two or three Los Angeles capitalists are 
interested with him , and it is their in­ 
tention to push work just as rapidly as 
possible. The people on this peninsula 
are tired waiting to see what 8an Diego 
is going to do towards developing 'the 
vast resources of Lower California and 
have long since ceased to invite her 
mythical capitalists across the line. A 
Los AngeleB man is cordially re­ 
ceived because the Mexicans have 
found that when one comes here he 
means business, hence wo will have to 
look to Los Angeles to develop Baja Cal­ 
ifornia, and not San Diego. 
’ 
I have gathered much valuable infor­ 
m ation from Colonel Francisco Arenas, a 
siative of Los Angeles, who resides in 
Reái del CaBtillo. For eighteen years he 
has b«>on superintendent of the leading 
mining operations in this district, and is 
at the prefect time engaged in working a 
force of minOT» in one of his rich proper­ 
ties. He was át pno time commander of 
the Mexican forces of the upper peninsu­ 
la, for m any years was the Jud^e at Real 
del Castillo, and stands high in the es­ 
teem 
of 
the 
Government 
and 
that of Governor Torres. 
He 
thoroughly educated in Spanish and 
English, is a perfect gentleman, big- 
hearted and big-bodied, and is ever 
ready to serve strangers who call upon 
him for information concerning the 
greatness of this country. 
Don Arenas 
says the half has not been told regarding 
the output of the Zaragossa District, and 
that it reaches far beyond $200,000. 
During one year he worked thirty men 
eleven m onths, paying them $3 per day 
in gold each, and sacked up several 
thousand dollars for a rainy day. 
At 


no other time, within one mile of the Real 
d: 1 Castillo, he took out $12,000 in 
three days, and he expects to do that 
much or more in this district this win­ 
ter. And this is a section where a 
miner can work the year round, the 
climate being very salubrious and health­ 
ful, and the location just far enough 
from the coast to miss the heavy fogs, 
and still have the sea breezes. 
Three dry washers are in operation a 
few miles from the Indian shanty where 
I am quartered, hut with what success I 
cannot state, for the reason that the 
miners working them will not give me 
any satisfactory information. 1 can only 
conclude that* they nre doing pretty 
well, for they have boon washing 
away for more than four months, 
and don’t appear to he in a hurry to 
abandon the camp. It is their intention 
to dry wash until the rainy season sets 
in and then prospect for leads. It is 
hardly necessary to state, however, that 
every man working a machine knows 
exactly the spot where lie wants to sink 
his pick to find his ledge. Perhaps 
some of their finds will prove to be mar­ 
velously rich pockets or “ blow-outs,” 
and again they may develop into true 
veins, producing ore which will run into 
the $1,000 per ron. At any rate some 
lucky prospector is going to strike it 
richer in the Zaragossa than any of the 
old mines demonstrated, when the yield 
was fabulous, 
There is plenty of water in this district, 
eaBy of access for milling and domestic 
purposes, all the yeftr, ami in the winter 
time an abundance for placier mining. 
We, who expect to stay w ith the Zara­ 
gossa through tiie approaching w inter, 
will have our batellas ready for the flood, 
and, Injun-like, wo will get down on our 
haunches and pan out a small sack or 
two of the precious “ yaller;” and with 
this in our possession we will take the San 
Diego and Los Angeles Short Line for 
the Angel City and proceed to ‘ blow” 
ourselves in. 
Wiien we have exhausted 
our dust we will return to Zaragossa and 
dig out some more. 
Such is a miner’s 
lifp.1 understand there is considerable 
activity going on in and about the mines 
iu the immediate vicinity of Real del 
Castello, the owners of the Alaeac con­ 
cession being about ready to work their 
placer claims on a gigantic scale under 
the direct supervision of Captain Guinty.

I recently read th a t an American of 
wealth was establishing a sanatorium in 
the valley of the river Jordan, near the 
Dead Sea. 
H e ascertained that a bron­ 
chial affection was relieved where the 
barometric pressure was great, as it íb 
in this valley of the Holy Land. This is 
the most marked depression on th e face 
of the earth, being 1,200.feet below sea- 
level. The gentlem an makes the reason­ 
able assertion th at where atmospheric 
pressure is greatest, as in the depres­ 
sions, respiration is easiest. 
In the eastern part of San Diego coun­ 
ty, about one hundred miles from Los 
Angeles, is a depression traversed by the 
8outhern Pacific railroad,known to geog­ 
raphers as the Han Felipe Sink, but 
commonly called—on account of the in­ 
num erable shells spread over its surface 
—the Conchilla Valley. 
The unobserving transcontinental trav­ 
eler over the Southern Pacific railroad 
would travel the 100 miles west of Yuma 
—on the Colorado river—without giving 
a glance out of the car window, but he 
would think he was in the Colorado Des­ 
ert, and wish the train would go faster: 
yet this very spot is one of the most re­ 
m arkable on the face of the globe. 
Dr. J . P. W iduey, of Los Angeles, 
while surgeon 
in the United States 
Army, crossed this region with troops 
twenty-one years ago. 
He then noticed 
surrounding this territory a well defined 
* line along the mountain sides, always at 
the same level. Above that line the 
rocks are sharp and jagged, showing that 
for ages the water had stood at that 
level. 
He says, “ I found it to be the 
old beach of a sea.” I find nothing else 
noted of this country until the surveying 
party of the Southern Pacific railroad, in 
running the line from Los Angeles to 
Yuma, found that sea level was at the 
point where Dr. Widney had noted the 
ancient beach. They then gradually de­ 
scended to the south until they reached 
a depression of 268 feet below sea level, 
at a point near Saltón. 
This basin is about 130 miles in length 
by thirty miles in average w idth. The 
deepest point is about 360 feet below sea- 
level. Along the northern margin of 
this basin, right up against the moun­ 
tains, are great num bers of date-palms. 
These tropical trees are indigenous to 
this valley, and many of them reach 
height of eighty feet. 
W hen ripe, a sin­ 
gle bunch of fruit weighs one hundred 
pounds. It has a taste very similar to 
the date-palm of commerce. The tree 
ha* large fan leaves, and is the same as 
can be seen in alm ost every park and 
Íard in the towns of Southern California, 
he passenger on the Southern Pacific 
railroad, by glancing out of the north 
side of the car at Indio, can see these 
giant sentinels keeping silent vigil over 
the plains beheath them. 
At Saltón, on the Southern Facific 
Railroad, the surface of the earth for 
nearly ten miles square is covered with 
a crust of salt four inches to a foot thick. 
I stopped there in midsum mer and went 
out on this great white field about noon. 
The mercury indicated 105 degrees F. 
in the house, but out in the sunshine, 
with the dazzling reflection from the 
glistening surface 
that extended for 
miles on each side, the temperature was 
probably 105 degrees F. 
The workmen 
out in this peculiar harvest field were as 
cheerful as any set of men I ever saw, 
and

Buffering 
from heat thau 
is to be seen, ordinarily, in July, in the 
w heat fields of the Mississippi Valley. 
The low relative humidity explains the 
total absence of sunstroke here. 
The 
atmosphere in this region, adulterated 
by the chlorine gases emanating from 
the salt-beds, m ust be nearly aseptic. 
There are extensive mills here for grind­ 
ing the salt. 
It is not put through anv 
ay stem of purification, but, after grind­ 
ing, proves to be excellent for table use. 
Several hundred tons are thus prepared 
every m onth and shipped away. 
A few miles east of here are the famous 
mud volcanoes, which are eqnal in won­ 
der to the geysers of this Stute. 
Owing 
to the treacherous character of the ground 
around them they have never been 
thoroughly examined. Professor Hanks, 
the State Mineralogist, undertook it, but 
breaking through the cruBt he was so 
severely burned that he was compelled 
to abandon his investigations. 
H ere is 
an extensive, almost unexplored field 
for some adventurous scientist. 
Indio is the place to stop and make 
headquarters for tours through this in­ 
teresting country. 
It is the principal 
station in the valley, and is near the 
northern rim of the basin, being only 
tw enty feet below sea-level. The sandy 
plains around Indio were formerly con­ 
sidered a hopeless barren waste, but the 
advent of the railroad has made great 
changes. Good water is supplied by sur­ 
face w ells; but in order to have water 
for irrigation, artesian wells have been 
bored. There is one, two and three-1 
fourths miles east of Indio that is now I 
nuwing 1,000 gallons per hour. 
This 
flowing water was reached at a depth of 
only 115 feet, after boring through layers 
of sand, clay, sand, tough blue clay, 
clay, coarse gravel, clay and sand. Or­ 
anges and various other kinds of fruit 
are being grown here, and melons, to­ 
matoes and berries ripen several weeks 
earlier than at Los Angeles and other 
places near the coast. There are in this 
vicinity about forty thousand acres of ex­ 
cellent land. The visitor here, on wit­ 
nessing the water flowing from the arte­ 
sian wells, the grass growing, the melons 
ripening, and the peach trees blooming, 
can fitly say With Isaiah: 
'‘The Lord 
shall comfort all the waste places. He 


especially applicable to the salt-fields. 
These asthm atics 
and 
consumptives

sea-level and the dryer the atmosphere, 
the easier they breathe. The rheumatics 
claim that the heat and dryness im­ 
proves the circulation. 
My stay was not long enough to make 
any trustworthy observations, but it oc­ 
curred to me that, asirle from d ry n ess- 
mean annual,relative hum idity certainly 
not over twenty-five—and equability,

considerable atmospheric 
pressure at a point 350 feot below sea 
level, and 
that we had here mod 
eratcly compressed air 
on 
a 
large 
scale. 
In 
a 
recent 
paper 
on 
the 
use 
of 
the 
pneumatic 
cabi­ 
net, the author, from many cases 
practice, shows that compressed air re­ 
lieves asthm atics and cases of phthisis. 
He says the compressed air will gradu­ 
ally force its way into every part of the 
luiig, in order that the pressure may he 
the same on the inside as ou the out. 
While the proportion of oxygen is, of 
course, not increased, yet there is an in­ 
creased quantity in a given space, and 
we really have the oxygen treatm ent on 
an extensive scale. 
The physician may say that at from 
200 to 360 feet below’ sea-level the pres­ 
sure would not be as much as in the 
cabinet. That is true, but t ‘ie patient 
goes into the cabinet for, say half an 
hour, three or four times a weak, while 
if he ;is at a point like Saltón he is 
breathing this moderately compressed 
air all the time, day and night. This is 
simply on the principle of the pneumatic 
chamber of Tabarie, the first one ever 
employed. 
This 
is 
the 
method 
recommended 
by 
Dr. 
A. 
H. 
Smith. 
Ho refers 
to 
the therapeu­ 
tic value of the increased amount of oxy­ 
gen inhaled. 
He says compressed air is 
useful in catarrh of the mucus mem ­ 
brane, in acute and subacute inflamma­ 
tion of the respiratory mucus membrane, 
in restoring the permeability of air- 
tubes occluded by* exudation or other­ 
wise, in asthm a, in pulmonary hem or­ 
rhage, in pleuretic effusion, in simple 
ana-mia, in inveterate cases of psoriasis 
and iehthyosis and 
in 
the 
various 
forms and stages of phthisis. 
He does 
not recommend it in pulmonary em phy­ 
sema. Dr. Smith says compressed air 
should be used promptly and persever­ 
ingly ou the earliest recognizable signs 
of apical catarrh in those predisposed to 
cheBt disease. He also especially recom­ 
mends it as an alterative. 
Of course my deductions are tentative, 
but I hope by calling attention to this 
unique region to gain the assistance of 
intelligent observers. 
If a phthisical or asthm atic patient of 
considerable vigor intends coming to 
Southern California, his physician might 
be justified iu suggesting that—except 
during the summer months—he stop at 
Indio, and frooi there test the climate of 
this basin. If r.ot suited or benefited 
it is but two hours’ ride by rail to Beau- 
ment, a delightful resort, with excellent 
accommodations, two thousand five hun­ 
dred feet above sea-level; but two hours 
more to the pine

above sea level, or to Riverside, Mon­ 
rovia, Pomona, or W hittier, all about 
1,000 feet above the sea;or to Los An 
geles, 350 feet above Bea level; or to 
Santa Monica, Long Beach, Santa Bar­ 
bara,or San Diego, directly on the coast, 
and but nine hours ride by rail and boat 
to Catalina Islands, twentydive miles 
out at Bea, where a typical ocean atmos­ 
phere can be enjo- ed. Thus an error in 
location can be quickly corrected. 

O ther placen below sea-level—Sink of 
the Amorgusa (Arroyo del Muerto), in Eastern 
C alifornia, 22.1 feet l>elow 
s ta level.

In this valley live about 400 of the 
Cohuilla Indiana.

They are sun and fire worshipers and be­ 
lieve in the transm igration of souls and 
th at their departed friends sometimes en­ 
ter into coyotes and thus linger about 
their former habitation.

Their principal article of 
food is the mesquit bean, which they 
triturate in mortars of wood or stone, 
after which the meal is sifted and the 
coarser portion is used as food for their 
horses and cattle, and the finer is made 
into cakes for family use. 
The agave, or century plant, which is 
indigenons here, is also much used for 
food. The roots, roasted, taste

From this plant they also make the Mex­ 
ican beverage pulque, which has about 
the sam e alcoholic strength os beer.

A n E x p e r i m e n t i n t r e e H id e * 't h a t 
S how \%3iui F ree W ool Ifllght Do, 
One of the most effective speeches 
made during the debate on the Mills bill 
was that of Congressman Breckenridge, 
of Kentucky, explaining the effect of giv­ 
ing us free raw materials for one of the 
great industries of the country. 
In 1872 Congress put raw hides on the 
free list. We had then the same predic­ 
tions about placing raw hides on the free 
list that are now made with reference to 
free wool. It was not quite so large an 
industry, but it was to be ruined utterly, 
as the wool industry is to be ruined by 
putting wool upon the free list. We 
have had free rawhides now for sixteen 
years. 
We have seen the experiment 
tried. It is not a m atter of conjecture or 
of prophecy, but of history. 
It stood re­ 
lated to American industries almost pre­ 
cisely as free wool does to-day, though 
somewhat less im portant. Every in­ 
dustry connected with leather lias pros­ 
pered under this experiment. 
In 1872 it was estimated then that our 
population was about 40,000,000. 
It is 
now estimated at over 60,000,000. 
So 
there has been an increase of consumers 
of the various manufactures of leather to 
the extent of over 20,000,000 persons. In 
1872 we imported $11,870,000 of leather. 
In 1887 we imported $10,936,000 worth— 
that is, the American manufacturers of 
leather goods supplied both the twenty- 
odd millions of increase of our popula­ 
tion as well as those formerly supplied. 
Every additional consumer of every form 
of leather manufacture is provided for by 
an American manufacturer. 
As the 
people increase in population the Ameri­ 
can manufacturer of leather increases 
the amount of his product. 
But that is only part of the story 
In 
1872jwe|exported $3,684,108 worth of man 
uiactures of leather and $1,445,178 worm 
of hides and skins. We now export $10,- 
437,13& worth of the manufactured article 
aud 
$765,655 
worth 
of hides 
and 
skins—that is, we not only supplied the 
additional twenty million, but we have 
increased our exporation nearly 300 per 
cent. 
Not only that, we have increased 
our importations of raw hides from four­ 
teen million in 1872 to twenty-four mil­ 
lion in 1887—that is, we have given that 
much more work to American working­ 
men. 
We have not only used every hide 
produced in America except $705,000 
worth, but we have increased our im por­ 
tations of raw hide nearly 100 per cent., 
which represents that much more labor 
given to the American laborer, that mnch 
more wages earned by the American 
wage-worker and that much more profit 
by the American manufacturerer. 
A WORKINGMAN ON THE TIN PLATE DUTY. 
Sir—I find in the editorial column ot, 
the one cent morning monopoly-subsi­ 
dized free-whisky sheet an article in 
favor of increasing the duty on tin plate 
and bewailing the fact that’the tariff act 
of 1864 on tin plate was not allowed to 


remain. 
It goes furtRer and shows how 
mauv people directly and iudirecily 
would have been benofited if bo and so 
had been the case. 
Granting th at all 
its deductions are correct, it casually fails 
to mention that this terrible mistake was 
made under a 'Republican adm inistra­ 
tion. 
As the m atter stands now we m anu­ 
facture no tin plate in this country, and 
must import it all, and p av a robbery 
tariff of 45 per cent. The Mills bill 
takes this off, and allows the working­ 
man’s wife to buy her canned goods a 
little cheaper on account of the cheap­ 
ened cost of the can. 
But freo tin plate 
would not only cheapon the cost of 
canned goods which every family uses, 
but it would, by stimulating manufac­ 
tures, increase the opportunities of men 
for work. 
Why can packers of canneJ goods lay 
down their products cheaper in free trade 
England anu protected Germany than we 
can buy them here? A paradox surely, 
you would say. It is easily explained, 
fellow-toiler. There is a rebate by the 
Government to the shippers of the duty 
on the value of the tin plate that goes 
into the manufacture of tin containing 
the canned goods exported by them . 
This amount refunded is much greater 
than the cost of freight. The goods are 
naturally sold cheaper in England than 
the United States, and, workingmen, the 
Mills bill takes this discriminating tax 
from your little families. L. H. S.—[N. 
Y. News.

"Lemons by all means. They are very 
wholesome aud good,not only for allaying 
the thirst hut will cure a multitude of 
disorders. The juice of the lemon con­ 
tains citric acid. Acids as a rule de­ 
crease the acid secretion of the body and 
increase the alkaline. Citric acid, which 
is the acid of lemons and oranges for in­ 
stance, will diminish the secretions of 
the gastric juice, but increases very m a­ 
terially the secretion of saliva. The very 
thought of a lemon is sufficient to make 
the mouth water. Thirst in fevers is not 
always due to a lack of water in the 
blood. It may be due in part to a lack 
of the secretion of the saliva. 
W hen the 
mouth is parched and dry the acid will 
increase the saliva. 
When acid is given 
for the relief of dyspepsia it should be 
taken before eating. Lemon juice drunk 
before meals will be found very ad­ 
vantageous as a preventative to heart­ 
burn.” 
“ W hat do I think of lemons?” echoed 
E. S. Snow, one of the largest buyers of 
the succulent fruit in the country. "They 
are one of the greatest bleBsing3 God 
ever bestowed upon us.” 
"H ow many are used in the United 
States in a week’s tim e?” 
"A bout 100,000 boxes. Each box con­ 
tains from 300 to 360lemons. New York 
is the distributing point. They range in 
prices according to-temjierature. 
Often­ 
times the prices of lemons vary evén 
more than the fluctuations of the wheat 
market. To-day they are selling for $5 a 
box, which is not quite

cents 
apiece.” 
"IIow does Chicago compare with 
New York in the m atter of consump­ 
tion?”

The wholo busi­ 
ness of (lie island is confined to the rais­ 
ing and exportation of lemons and or­ 
anges. The Sicilians ship to this coun­ 
try alone nearly 5,000,000 boxes a year. 
There are more used for medicinal pur­ 
poses to day than ever before, and there 
is nothing better when you are thirstv or 
feverish than a bite of a lemon.”

"Aro (here many lemons raised in this 
country?” 
"V ery few. 
Some are grown in Cali 
fornia and Florida. San Francisco uses 
more lemons raised in Sicily than Cali­ 
fornia. The same thing may l>e said of 
Jacksonville. 
Their 
home 
product 
amounts to very little when compared 
with the demand. Roth States, however, 
have been able to crowd out Sicily 
oranges.”

Putting 
aside the m edical dispute, the charges 
that Dr. Mackenzie levels at Prince 
Bismarck, of inciting the German doc­ 
tors to entrap him into a doubtfnl 
declaration as to the nature of the Em ­ 
peror’s disease, are felt to be a poisonouB 
slander on the reputation of the Chan­ 
cellor. The simultaneous appearance of 
a letter by the Empress Victoria to Dr. 
Mackenzie endorsing his treatm ent, is 
held to prove concerted action to blacken 
Prince Biemarck’s character. Dr. Mac­ 
kenzie’s attack on Drs. G erhardt and 
Bergmann can be answered in the courts 
of law here or in England, and can be 
met also by the opinions of em inent 
European specialists, not G erm an; but 
Prince Bismarck is powerless to deal 
with Dr. Mackenzie. 
He will, how­ 
ever, 
use 
every resource 
of 
his 
craft to rendor tho ex-Kmpress Victoria 
powerless to do him further harm . 
A 
report circulated yesterday regarding the 
theft of a cipher code from the Empe­ 
ror’s room, indicates that the Chancel­ 
lor’s game of surveillance over the ex­ 
Empress, which ceased by order of Em ­ 
peror William after her surrender of 
Frederick’s papers, will be renewed. 
A 
watch will be kept over her partisans 
and her movements, including her pro­ 
posed visit to Windsor. 
Meanwhile Bismarck is having a bad 
time. 
He is suffering from a renewal of 
hie attack of gout in a serious form, 
portly arising from worry. 
It is said his 
condition will probably oblige him to re­ 
tire from public affairs within a few 
months. 
The Progressionists overlook 
the fact, well known in official circles, 
that Emperor W illiam’s experiences in 
Vienna and Rome, have riveted him 
closer than ever to Bismarck, whose 
policy has marie him feel helplessly de­ 
pendent upon th e guidance of the Chan­ 
cellor.

R o m e, October 13.—In the interview 
between the Pope and Em peror William 
yesterday, his Holiness em phasized the 
necessity of th e restoration of his tem ­ 
poral power and all the 
sovereigns 
should unite to secure it. The Emperor 
replied that it would be more to the 
Pope's advantage to unite with those who 
represent the principles of order and 
social conservation, thereby better to se­ 
cure the peace of the world. 
King H um bert has decorated William 
with the military order of Savoy. 
Emperor W illiam and King Humbert 
reviewed 33,000 troops at Gamp Cento- 
celle to-day. Em peror W illiam expressed 
his adm iration of the bearing of the 
m en. A reception was held in the capi­ 
tol this evening in honor of the Emperor. 
After the interview between Emperor 
William and the Pope yesterday. His 
Holiness held a conference with Cardinal 
Rampolli which lasted two hours. 


DISSATISFACTION AT THE VATICAN. 
The fact th a t the Em peror only pre­ 
sented Cardinal Rampolli with a costly 
gift, instead of conferring on him the 
decoration of the Order of the Black 
Eagle which he expected, has caused a 
feeling of dissatis'a tion at the Vatican. 
Extreme disappointment is expressed in 
the highest clerical circle at the speeches 
of King H um bert and Em peror W illiam. 
The M inister of War to-day issued an 
order to the troops expressive of the ap­ 
proval of King H um bert and Em peror 
William’s admiration. Em peror William 
to-day presented the Pope a picture of 
the late Em peror Frederick, taken on his 
death bed. H e also presented the Prince 
of Naples, a lieutenant in K ing Hum ­ 
bert's German regiment, and 
Count 
Guiccioli, of the Syndic of Rome, the 
decoration of the Order of the Rlack 
Eagle. 
The Atservalore Romano says the inter­ 
view between the Em peror and the Pope 
has not changed the position of affairs, 
and Europe will never enjoy durable 
peace until the temporal power of the 
rope shall have been restored. 


A (.'hiñese H rltlsh Subject. 
M o n t r e a l , October 13.—Mung Keow, 
a Chinese m erchant of this city, was pre­ 
vented from visiting New York on busi­ 
ness during the week under the new 
American Chinese Exclusion act. 
He is 
a naturalized British subject, but when 
ho applied at the United States Custom 
House here, he was told th a t he could 
not cross the boundary as the Exclusion 
act covered his case. 
H e asked what 
about his being a British subject. Mung 
Keow expressed his intention of testing 
in the courts, if such can be done.

Berlin, October 13.—Miss Annata L 
Taylor, a granddaughter of the American 
General Taylor, was m arried to-day at 
lieilbron to H err Helbleing, a barrister.

Great Father. 
Silt Warp 


TIHED OUT BY THE JOURNEY. 


Addressed by Secretary Vilas—The 
Chinese Charge d’Affaire’s 
Request Denied.

W a s h i n g t o n , October 13.—Sixty-one 
chiefs and snb-chiefs from the great Sioux 
reservation in Dakota, composing the 
delegations from the several tribes of the 
Sioux nation, who have come to Wash­ 
ington to confer w ith the President and 
the Secretary of the Interior, and to pre­ 
sent their objections to the law recently 
paseed by Congress for the relinquish­ 
ment of eleven million acres of their res­ 
ervation. 
Prominent among them was 
Sitting Bull, who “ made the medicine" 
for the Custer m assacre; Gall, who com­ 
m anded the Indians in that fight; John 
GraBS, said to be the most intelligent In­ 
dian in the whole Sioux nation, and sev­ 
eral others of prominence among their 
people. 
They met Secretaiy Vilas and other 
officials this afternoon and the Secretary 
addressed them as follows: My friends, 
you have traveled a long way to visit 
Washington and I am glad to ’ see you. 
The Congress which makes the laws 
which govern this whole country has 
made this law, (holding in his hand the 
Act for the purchase of the reservation . 
Congress saw that the time had come 
for the Sioux Indians to take sure steps 
toward civilization and that the waste 
and unused lands of their reservation to 
be settled and made homes of. 
The Secretary then explained in de­ 
tail the methods which be had adopted 
to secure the faithful, honest and free 
expression of their wishes with respect 
to the law, whether they would accept 
or reject it. W hite Ghost, Swift Bird 
and Swift Bear claim ed that they were 
much fatigued from the long journey, 
and wished a postponement of the coun­ 
cil until Monday next, which the Secre­ 
tary granted. 


THE EXCLUSION ACT EXCLUDES. 
The Chineee Charge d* Affairs in Wash­ 
ington recently requested the Treasury 
Department to send telegraphic instruc­ 
tions to the Collector of Customs at San 
Francisco, desiring him to permit the 
landing at th at port of certain Chinese 
laborers who have recently arrived there, 
some of whom are provided with return 
certificates, while others desire merely 
to pass through the United States to 
other countries. 
In answering the com­ 
munication, Acting Secretary Thompson 
quotes the provisions of the Chinese E x­ 
clusion law, and Bays that as it is under­ 
stood th at the laborers in question ar­ 
rived Bince the approval of the act, the 
Treasury D epartm ent is unable to com­ 
ply with the request. 


BEACH, TH E PFRJURER, 
Acting Commissioner Anderson, of the 
G eneral Land Office, has received in­ 
formation of the conviction of Charles 
E . Beach for subornation and perjury in 
connection with the entry of a large body 
of redwood tim ber land in California. 
The land so entered amounts to about 
57,000 acres, the tim ber on which was 
estim ated to be worth $11,000 000. 
A 
syndicate composed principally of foreign 
capitalists was organized, it is alleged, 
for the purpose 
of securing a title 
to this valuable tract from the Govern­ 
m ent and an attem pt was made to do so 
by means of fraudulent entries. 
Some 
360 snch entries were made, embracing 
about 160 acres each, in which it is 
claimed perjury and subordination of 
perjury was recklessly committed. 
Of 
these entries many have been held for 
cancellation and steps are being taken to 
secure forfeiture to the Government ‘ 
other cases.

They made a considerable outlay in 
stock, working animals and utensils for 
conducting the business, and all went 
well for a few m onths, but by and by 
it became evident that tbe partnership 
was not mutually agreeable. Maurice 
alleges that in July Brownlee took charge 
of the books and debarred him from ex­ 
ercising equal rights with him in the con­ 
duct 
of 
the business. Furtherm ore 
Brownlee persuaded him that if Maurice 
would transfer all of his interests in the 
business to Brownlee, by a bill of sale, 
he (Brownlee) could make a trade with 
the Land and Water Company by which 
the partnership would reap large profitB; 
and that Maurice was so unpopular with 
the Land and W ater Company th at if his 
name was connected with the dicker the 
trade could not be made. On these re­ 
presentations 
Maurice 
alleges 
he 
gave Brownlee a bill of sale for his 
interests, without receiving any consid­ 
eration therefor other than Brownlee’s 
promise of a half interest in the profits. 
Maurice alleges that the trade was made 
and that Brownlee exchanged the nur­ 
sery property for certain lots of land and 
other concessions, aggregating iu value 
about $9,000; th at Brownlee had the 
deed for the land executed in the name 
of his wife, and also transferred all his 
other solvent interests to his wife, and 
leaving him (Maurice) without any ben­ 
efit whatever out of the transaction. 
In 
accordance with these allegations Mau­ 
rice has entered suit against the Brown­ 
lees in the Superior Court to enjoin them 
from the use of the property thus ac­ 
quired, and asking the Court to dissolve 
the partnership and appoint a receiver to 
hold the property until an equitable dis­ 
tribution 
is 
made. 
The complaint 
charges Brownlee with deliberate fraud 
and an attem pt to cheat Maurice out of 
his interest in the business. 
Brownlee 
is also charged with collecting bills due 
the firm and appropriating the same to 
his' individual use, without making a 
proper accounting for the same.

has brought action 
against Geo. C. Hopkins et al., the own­ 
ers of the Beatrice, Monitor and Lavloss 
mining claims in San Bernardino coúuty, 
for his salary as superintendent of the 
mines from September 1, 1887, to August

The San Pedro Lum ber Company has 
made complaint on the foreclosure of a 
mechanics’ lien for $3,325.63 against the 
Seabright Improvement Company for 
materials furnished for a building on lot 
19 of the Seabright townsite. 
Geo. T. Vail has commenced suit 
against Robert Turner and wife ai.d San­ 
ford Johnson to foreclose a mortgage for 
$6,000 on a two-acre lot in the Cota tract. 
John J. Jones has filed action against

Railroad men aré much pleased witli 
a large pocket sheet, copies oi which 
have been placed at every depot through­ 
out the State during tbe past few days 
It bears in a corner a copy of the nation 
al seal of Indiana, and in bold type at 
its head appears the following: “ H arri­ 
son’s Oath! 
Fac-similo of the original 
affidavit on file in the U. S. Court, Dis­ 
trict of Indiana.” Then follows the copy 
of an affidavit subscribed by Benjamin 
Harrison and sworn to before Howard 
Cole, 
a 
Notary 
Public, 
on 
the 
31st day of M arch, 1887, relating to the 
case of William King and others vs. the 
Ohio and Mississippi Railway Company 
and others, this being the famous strike 
affair of 1877. In the columns on either 
side of the chart appears the following 
extracts: “ One dollar a day is enough 
for any working m an,” Benj*. Harrison, 
July 26, 1877; “ My services for nearlv 
one whole week are reasonably worth 
one thousand dollars,” Benj. Harrison, 
March 81, 1877. This is followed by a 
statem ent as follows: “ The Ohio and 
Mississippi Railway, from which Benj. 
Harrison dem anded this fee, was one of 
the roads on which the men asked for 
more than a dollar a day. 
He prose­ 
cuted four of the men who struck and 
had them convicted.” 
Speaking about this m atter yesterday, 
a railroad m an, who, by the way, is a 
prominent Republican, said to a H e r a l d 
reporter: “ That business eettles H arri­ 
son as far as the railroad men are con­ 
cerned. Although the chiefs of depart­ 
ments may vote for him , there is nut an 
old railroad man in the operating or 
clerical departm ents who would record a 
ballot for H arrison if he were the only man 
on God’s given earth that could be put 
up for President. I was in the E ast at 
the time of the strike, and although the 
boys on the road I was on did not go out, 
yet they were all ready and would have 
gone had not the m atter been settled 
That strike included all of the principal 
roads east of Chicago and it was only by 
a great effort that the men on the roads
